tary of the interior has reason to believe 
were obtained In violation of the terms 
of the agreement with the^ five clvlllzzcd 
tribes.

"An [nscruiable Providence has been 


pleased to visit our 
fatherland with 


heavy trials. A bloody war. in the- Far 
East'lnvolvlnjr the honor of Russia and 
the command of tho waters of the Pa- 
cific ocean, so 
urgently necessary to 


the consolidation of the peaceful pros- 
perity, not only of our own. but of oth- 
er Christian nations 
throughout 
the 


ages has imposed a great strain on the 
strength of the Russian people and has 


• swallowed up many dear victims near 


to our heart. While the glorious sons 
of Russia are fighting with self-sacri- 
ficing bravery, risking their lives for 
their faith, for their emperor and 
for 


their country, disturbances have brok- 
en out in our own land to the joy of 
our one-lines, and our own deep sorrow. 
Blinded by pride and evil minded lead- 
ers of a revolutionary movement, made 
Insolent attacks on the holy Orthodox 
church and the 
lawfully 
established 


pillars of the Russian state, thinking 
that by severing the natural connec- 
tion w'ith the past they will destroy 
the existing order of the state and set 
up in its place a new administration 
on a foundation unsuitable to our fath- 
erland. The outrage on the 
Grand 


Duke Knrgius. who ardently loved the 
first capital of the empire and who met 
his end amidst tho sacred monuments 
of the Kremlin, deeply shocks the na- 
tional feelings of everyone to whom the 
honor of the Russian name and renown 
and his home are dear.

of their friends. They are Warned for the defects of the system and for the 
loner established laxity in the methods of doing business. 


THE BILL TO ABOLISH THE OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The bill now before the legislature for the abolition of the overseers of 


the poor provMos for the submission of the measure to the votois of Lowell 
at the next city election. By that time the overseers and their friends may 
be able to work up a sentiment sufficient to defeat the measure and put oft 
the abolition of the board for an Indefinite period. There is no accounting 
for what the political machine will do. 


The defects in tb" city charter are. still In force because a radical revis- 


ion of the charter was defeated at the polls. For this reason we believe that 
.in amendment should be made to the bill, providing that the boird be abol- 
ished with the approval of the city council. That would bring about the de- 
sired chance at once. 
O£ course if there was any question about the advisa- 


bility of the measure we would favor the submission of the bill it the. polls. 
\s the men sure is so palpably just and so plainly for the benefit of the poor 
and the city at large it should not he subject to the chances of defeat made 
pos«iblc by'a crusade by political grafters through the machine while the 
decent citizens who suppose the matter will be approved simply go to the. 
polls and vote for the bill. 


This is a case in which It is absolutely safe to depart from what is pro- 


perly made a general rule, that nil charter changes should be referred to the 
people before being put Into force. Necessity juslin.s- the exception in case 
of the overseers of tin? poor. 


CHICAGO KLECT10N OF NATIONAL r.MPOHTANCF. 


There is nn important contest on at Chicago, one in which the. principle 


of municipal ownership as well as of democracy is- io be fought out. It is 
to b» decided at the city election next month when ihp people will elect for 
mayor either John Mayn.ird Harland, the republican candidate, or Judge K<1- 
wa'd F. Dunne, the candidate of the democracy. 


Mr Harlar.d. a few years ago. was a leader of t.le radicals but he has 


nince thrown his entire influence into the h.inda of the traction interests ami 
franchise grabbers wiio have, attained greit power in Chicago. 


Judge Dunne, on the other hand. Is one of the ablest jurists in Illinois, 


and ho has entered the mayoralty contest 
only 
after almost 
irresistible 


pressure was brought to bear upon him. But having consented to be a can- 
didate, he has declared for public ownership, and upon that issue the contest 
will be fought to a finish. 


It will, therefore, be apparent that the election Is of more than local 


interest, inasmuch as the same question will Hioner or later come to every 
city. SpfakiiiR of the issue Judge Dunne says: 


"I cannot therefore, contemplate with stolid indifference the policy, now 


virtually conf. s---ed of overriding the cxpri'ssci! will of the people and grant- 
ing to J Plerpont Morgan of New York, tiiid the coterie of capitalists asso- 
ciated with him the exclusive right to use our streets for traction purpose,, 
for "0 vea-s yet to come; if not Indefinitely then-after. This right is worth 
J-OOCOOOoV The Morgan syndicate has alrcaoy paid S23.000.ftM for not a pre.it 
deal"more than the mere possibility of securl ig it from our city government. 
To such a policy I am opposed.
